The electrodes which may be used in connection with this type of apparatus are numerous, but 
applications are usually made with vacuum tubes shaped to suit the part under treatment, or with 
the regular static roller or ball. This work can be done with only one wire connected to the ap¬ 
paratus, but two may be used if a stronger current is required. 

It should be understood that not all machines or devices for producing a glow or luminous 
effect in the ordinary vacuum electrode should be called high frequency attachments. An ap¬ 
paratus for producing the best effects must consist of a primary solenoid in connection with con¬ 
densers. With this arrangement both the number of frequencies and strength of current are un¬ 
der perfect control which is not the case with many other instruments intended for the same 
purpose.
